In the afternoon her mother died, aud at 
night |tlie ^father was dying. 
Several 
others are 
ill. 
Fountain 
contains a 
population of about 200 persons, business 
men and mechanics who are dependent 
on the surrounding farming community. 
The village is the first station on the line 
of the Southern Minnesota Disision of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul rail­ 
road, after rising from the Root River 
Valley to the high prairie land, and from 
the purity of the atmosphere is among 
the last places that an epidemic of this 
character would be expected to api»e&r. 
There 
is, 
however, 
a 
peculiarity 
in the 
topography of 
the 
prairie 
country, aud physicians in this city are 
of the opinion that the cause of the dis­ 
ease may be traceable thereto. There is 
in the neighborhood of Fountain ten or 
twelve basins in the surface of the earth 
which are commonly deuoniuated “siuk 
holes,” in which water stands all the year 
round, These sink boles occur with 
more or less frequency for miles west 
from the eastern borders of the prairie 
land, 
but in no 
place are 
they so 
close 
together 
as 
in the neigh­ 
borhood 
of 
Fountain. 
The 
water in them is stagnant, filled with de­ 
caying vegetation, covered with a green 
scum and emit a miasmatic odor. The 
peculiarities of the present season bus 
had the effect to make these “sink holes ’ 
more than ordinarily obnoxious. Sci­ 
entific men have been unable to account 
for their existence, and they have hereto­ 
fore been the mystery of the section. 
Should they prove to be disease breed­ 
ers there is little doubt but an inves­ 
tigation will be made aud a remedy 
sought.

W a s h in g t o n , April 19.—The House, 
by a most decided vote, to-day declared 
that Mormonism must be blotted out, al­ 
though delegate Cannon made a lengthy 
argument in favor of his right to the seat 
in Congress. He began his remarks 
about 4 o’clock, at a time when the gal­ 
leries were nearly deserted, but the news 
that the Mormon apostle was talking soon 
spread, and he soon had an interested 
audience, many of whom were ladies* 
Mr. Cannon engaged the attention of 
both sides during his speech, and mem­ 
bers for the time forgot to smoke and 
cock their heels upon their desks. Gov­ 
ernor Murray, of Utah, was denounced 
roundly for withholding the certificate 
of election, and the speaker claimed that 
he unjustly defrauded him of his rights. 
Then in au appealing tone he besought 
the House to allow him to remain, and 
not expel him by a majority instead of a 
two-thirds vote. He said that all the 
opposition to him was on account of his 
marital relations, and for this reason 
he had been bound 
hand and foot, 
while Congress passed a law against 
him. 
A vote was taken on the resolution of 
the minority of tho election committee, 
declaring Cannon entitled to his seat, and 
it was rejected—yeas, 79; nays, 123. This 
was a party vote, with tile exception of 
Beltzhoover, Colerick, Cobb, Caaaiday, 
Holman, Mosgrove, Murcb, Rice (Mis­ 
souri I, Matson and Turner (Kentucky),. 
who voted in the negative with the Re­ 
publicans, and Campbell (Pennsylvania) 
in the affirmative with the Democrats. 
The majority resolution, declaring that 
neither Caunon nor Campbell is entitled 
to tile seat, waa adopted without division

Loris, April 19.—Later particulars 
from the village of Brownsville, Saline 
county, to-day, do not lessen the reports 
of the damage done by the fearful storm 
yesterday. 
A drizzling rain had lieeu 
falling since noou, and a few moments 
before the storm struck the atmosphere 
grew suddenly close and heavy. -Dark­ 
ness almost like night ensued.

moments after a terrible roaring noise 
was heard, and the next instant a terrible

speed. The large part of the funnel was 
downward, aud it teemed to be whirling 
in a rotary motion, and bounded along 
close to the earth like a rubber ball. 
When the funnel reached the southwest 
limits of the town it seemed to roll along 
within a few feet of the ground, and 
houses were raised clear off their found­ 
ations, smashed to atoms, ami the pcices 
hurled in every direction. 
Trees were 
uprooted aud twisted off close to the 
ground, and annimals aud persons were 
picked up aud carried for yards through 
the 
air, aud then dropped, bruis«kl 
and 
bleeding, to the 
ground 
The 
track of the cyclone was about 150 yards 
wide, anti extended from the Southwest­ 
ern to tho Northeastern limits of the 
town, totally destroying over twenty of 
the principal business houses aud dwell­ 
ings. Two large busiues blocks of two 
story brick buildings in tho Northern 
part of the town were tom completely to 
atoms, and the debris scattered in every 
direction. Frame dwellings were drawn 
into the sooting vortex and crushed like 
egg shells, and, aud the beuvy timbers 
carried for hundreds of yards. 
The bollies of seven persons who were 
killed have been recovered. The loss 
will aggregate $150,000.

electricity will result in the decentraliza­ 
tion of capital and population. Its pow ­ 
er can be conveyed very long distances,’ 
at a trifling cost and witll very little loss. 
A single cable serves to convey it from 
one side of the Atlantic to the other. A 
wire carries it from Bangor to&an Fran­ 
cisco. 
Fence wires may in a few years 
bv the means of conducting electric cur­ 
rents to every farm house in the country. 
The electric eneigy brought from a dis­ 
tance through a wire designed for an­ 
other purpose, at a nominal cost, may 
be the means of transmitting intelli­ 
gence, producing light and propelling 
machinery. It may restore domestic in­ 
dustries to the places from which they 
have been banished by the introduction 
of steam power. 
It may perform most 
of the drudgery of farm-houses. 
It may 
be the means of bringing back from 
cities and towns the children w ho have 
gone to them to lind profitable employ­ 
ment. 
It may start looms in the garret 
and furnish power for sewing machines 
in the sitting-room.

Of all the variety of growths that can 
be utilized as “ greens,” there is nothing 
n 
n 
which has gained and kept the place of 
spinach. 
Planted in th** sjiring as early 
as the snow* is off aud the ground can be 
worked, it matures a crop in from six to 
eight weeks; it can Im* cut immediately 
and give place to other crops. For these 
reasons it is a desirable crop to raise. 
It 
requires a soil naturally fertile, and one 
that has been thoroughly manured for at 
least three consecutive years, and should 
have a heavy coat of manure soaked into 
the soil before sowing. The seed should 
be planted thickly in rows, one foot 
apart; should be hoed ami kept clear of 
weeds till large enough to gather, which 
is best done by cutting the plant off just 
below tile ground with a knife or hoe, 
taking care not to cut so high as to cut 
the plant in tw'o. The root does not 
sprout the second time. The “ Savoy 
I reaved,” is a good kind to plant, having 
a thick leaf and growing to a good size. 
The prickly seeded spinach is no longer 
planted in this vicinity by gardeners, 
as the round seeded varieties have 
proved to be equal if not superior 
in all respects. 
Spinach planted in 
succession every two weeks will give 
a 
crop 
till 
the 
first 
week 
in 
July, when early cabbages and other 
vegetables take it- place on the table ami 
in the market. The hot weather is un­ 
favorable to its growth, as it has a ten­ 
dency to run uj» to seed in the hot months. 
Later, the seed can be sown for fall aud 
winter, beginning the first of August, 
the last planting being about September 
15. Seed sown after that time will not 
always make a sufficiently strong aud 
vigorous plant to withstand the winter. 
Spinach covered lightly w hen the first 
snow' comes, with poor hay. cornstalks, 
straw, leaves, or better still witll hem­ 
lock boughs, will keep green and be 
ready to cut at any time when the snow' 
leaves the ground anti the thaw has 
lossened the top soil so a knife can be 
ut under the plant. It is the most pupil­ 
ar market greens known, and by care 
and management can be had continu­ 
ously through the market season, and 
can be even cut and stowed so that a 
supply can be had while the snow' is upon 
the ground, as it will keep from four to 
eight weeks in a cella?!' where a tempera­ 
ture lH*tw'cen thirty-two or forty degrees 
can be maintained. 
The profits of the crop vary, but as it 
is salable iii large quantities, urn! in case 
of failure the land can be immediately 
planted to some other crop, tile risk is 
trifling.—Cor. Germantown Telegraph.

Remedy for Hollow Horn* 


The treatment required for the disease 
which produces the condition of the horns 
known popularly as “ hollow horn” is 
as follows; The most conspicious symp­ 
tom is a general low fever, with heat or 
coldness, or both alternating, of the ex­ 
tremities, chiefly of the horns and ears. 
The membranes of the head are congest­ 
ed or inflamed, and there is often a dis­ 
charge from the nose. 
The first treat­ 
ment consists of a brisk cooling purga­ 
tive, such as one pound of epsom salts, 
if the horns and ears are hot and the 
muzzle dry; if the horns are cold and the 
nose is moist, a quart of I inseed-oil 
should be given and turpentine should 
lie freely rubbed about the roots of the 
horns and the ears.

A Mad and Melancholy Fuse of the 
HrowninjB of a Little Gorman Girl 
at Monterey. 
The sad intelligence reached the cen­ 
tral portions of tho cjty at one o'clock 
this afternoon that a little girl had fallen 
into tue river at Monterey and was 
drowned. At once a representative of the 
Gazette was dispatched thither, to learn 
the facts, and upon arriving at the Mon­ 
terey bridge, he found the reports true.
